Registration of youfig men of 
St, Louis and St. Louis county, un- 
der the nation’s second peacetime 
selective service law, begins to- 


limorrow at 11 registration centers 


in the city and three in the county. 
Tomorrow's registration will be 
for all men born in 1922 after 
Aug. 30. The registration places, 
at schools in the city and other 
buildings in the county, will be 
open from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
Other men in the 18-25 age clas- 
sifications will be enrolled by age 
groups at subsequent registrations, 
which will be held this weék and 
continue through Sept. 18. 

The first draft call under the 
new law may be issued tomorrow, 
it was reported in -Washington. 
| Secretary of the Army Royall is 
said to have prepared a request 
to draft boards to furnish 19,000 
men for induction between Nov. 
7 to 15. Regardless of whether 
the call comes through, the regis- 
tration will proceed as scheduled. 

Maj. Laurence B. Adams of 
state selective service headquar- 
ters, Jefferson City, estimated 50,- 
000 to 60,000 St. Louisans and 18,- 
000 to 20,000 county residents will 
be registered during the 19-day en- 
rollment period. 

Draft Board Areas. 

The. city has been divided into 
nine draft board areas and the 
county into three, Two city draft 
board areas will have two regis- 
tration centers each, the others 
just one. Registrants must enroll 
with: the board for the area in 
which they reside. 


Officials emphasized that men 
18 threugh 2% must _ register, 
whether or not they are exempt 
from military service. Only men 
in the age bracket who do not 
have to. register are members of 
the, armed forces on active duty 
and some aliens. 

Any pérson who is out of the 
city on the day he is required 
to register may go to a draft 
board where he is an be én- 
rolled. His registration records 
will . thenbe_returned here and 
assigned to the proper board, 
Maj. Adams éxplained, however, 
| that persons who live in one 
draft board area and work in 
another in the city will not be 
permitted to register in the area 
where they are employed. 

If registrants are ill or other- 
wise unable to sign up on desig- 
nated days, they should notify 
their draft board and arrange 
for a later registration. They are 
warned not to delay such notifi- 
cation too long. Failure to reg- 
ister is punishable by: a five-year 
prison term, a fine up to $10,000, 


or both: There also is a heavy 
penalty for inNuencing anyone not 
to register. 

Aliens who have applied for 
United: States citizenship must 
re ister. Other aliens are exempt, 
but they must have in their pos- 
session at all times papers prov- 
ing their status. 

A nevr amendment to selective 
service regulations announced yes- 
terday said that anyone who has 
registered for the draft cannot 
leave the United States until he 
has obtained official permission 
from his draft board.

BERLIN, Aug. 28—Premier Jo-

That, in the view of spokesmen 
for the three democratic parties 
in the German capital, was the 
true purpose of this week’s dem- 
onstrations by Communists 
against the legally-elected and 
anti-Red city government of Ber- 
lin. 

As news dispatches have relat- 
ed, a Stalinist mob of several 
thousands broke in the Stadthaus, 
or City Hall, on Thursday morn- 
ning to break up a regularly 
scheduled meeting of the munic- 
ipal Council, in which the Com- 
munists are.outnumbered by 26 
to 12. A second mob invaded the 
City Hall yesterday morning and 
sought to terrorize members of

WASHINGTON, Aug. ,28—New 
laws to crack down on spying and 
Communist activities in the United 
States were recommended tonight 
by the House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee in an interim prog- 
ress report on its current investi- 
gation of wartime espionage. 

The committee also charged that 
it had been “hampered at every 
turn by White House obstructive 
tactics” and refusal to supply in- 
formation. 

The report found a grave need 
for vigorous, persistent, and cou- 
rageous investigation of Com- 
munist infiltration into govern- 
ment both by the committee and 
the Department of Justice. 

Suggestions in Report. 

It recommended registration of 
Communists, denial to Commu- 
nists of employment in govern- 
ment, and denial of passports to 
American Communists who would 
use them “to ‘further their con- 
spiratorial plots against our Amer- 
ican freedoms as they confer with 
their co-conspirators abroad.” All 
these were features of the Mundt- 
| Nixon bill which passed the House 
' but did not come to a vote in the 
| Senate this year.

Tighte? 14@ espionage laws to 
facilitaté @6mviction of spies, in 
time of c@ or in time of war. 

Make it impossible for the ex- 
ecutive branch of the govern- 
ment to deny the legislative 
branch access to the loyalty rec- 
ords of federal employes. 

Increase the penalties for con- 
tempt of Congress. 

Prevent the “misuse” of the 
constitutional prerogative of an 
accused person to refuse to tes- 
tify against himself. 

The committee said it was not 
yet prepared to say who is lying, 
Whittaker Chambers, now a Time 
magazine editor, or Alger Hiss, 
former high-ranking State Depart- 
ment official who has denied 
Chamber’s allegations that Hiss 
was a Communist. 3 

The report left no doubt, how- 
ever, as to whom it suspects. 

@ince the committee has not 
completed its investigation, it is 
not prepared at this time,” the 
report said, “to forward to the 
Attorney General specific charges 
of perjury.” 

Testimony of Hiss Called Vague. 
Elsewhere in the 15-page printed 
report the committee said of Hiss, 
now president of the Carnegie 
Endowment of International 
Peace, that his testimony was 
“vague and evasive,” and that 
there is “strong corroborative evi- 
dence for Chambers’s story.” 
“The confrontation of the two 
men, and the attendant testimony 
from both witnesses, has definite- 
ly shifted the burden of proof 
from: Chambers to Hiss,” the com- 
mittee said. “The verifiable por- 
tions of Chamber’s testimony have 
stood up strongly; the verifiable 
portions of the Hiss testimony 
have been badly shaken and are 
primarily refuted by the testimony 
of Hiss vs. Hiss.” 

The committee did not define in 
the report what it meant by “ver- 
ifiable” portions of testimony. In 
the hearings, however, it became 
apparent that these had to do 
with the dates when Hiss occu- 
pied certain residences in Wadsh- 
ington, and the date and circum- 
stances under which he disposed, 
in 1935 or 1936; of a $50 jalopy.

PARIS, Aug. 28 (AP) — Former 
Premiers Robert Schuman and 
Paul Ramadier and Economist 
Pierre Mendes-France were men- 
tioned prominently tonight as pos- 
sibilities to head a new Govern- 
ment cf France. 


President Vincent Auriol moved 
cautiously in his quest for a man 
to replace Premier Andre Marie, 
whose month-old Government fell 
early today over the issue of 
Wages and prices. 


The abrupt resignation of the 
coalition Cabinet produced near 
political chaos, The French press 
echoed a desperate hopelessness 
over the search for Marie’s suc- 
cessor. 


Auriol conferred steadily with 
party leaders, including the Com- 
munists, amid signs it would be 
several days before the situation 
clarified itself. 


Schuman, the Popular Republi- 
can Foreign Minister in Marie’s 
fallen Cabinet, was Premier until 
last month. He took over in the 
middle of last December’s strike 
wave and held office until a dis- 
pute with the Socialists over the 
military budget wrecked his mid- 
dle-of-the-road coalition, 


“Ramadier, a Socialist, served as 
Premier just before Schuman. 

Mendes-France, a Radical So- 
cialist economic expert, is a for- 
mer Minister of National Econo- 
my. He helped write the Bretton 
Woods monetary agreement and 
represented France at various in- 
ternational monetary conferences 
and at the United Nations.

Profits were up in all instances 
in relation to investment and 
sales, 


Food companies and manufac- 
turers of rubber products showed 
the greatest profit in ratio to in- 
vestment and sales, followed by 
lumber and wood products, textile 
mills products, and products of 
petroleum and coal. The trans- 
portation equipment industry, exe 
cluding motor vehicles, continued 
to give the least return. 

Total Corporate Assets. 

Total assets of all corporations 
were set at $100,600,000,000 as of 
April 1. About $27,700,000,000 of 
this is in inventories, an increase 
of $1,200,000,000. Another $33,900,- 
000,000 is listed as net property, 
plant and equipment. 

Working capital increased $1,- 
900,000,000 (reaching a -near-record 
high of $38,200,000,000,

AVERAGE FACTORY 
PAY HITS RECORD 
$52.96 PER WEEK 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (AP)— 
The average factory worker 


earned a record $52.96 a week in 
July, the Bureau of Labor statis- 
tics reported today. . 

The pay average was one penny 
higher than the mid-June figure. 
However, the work week dropped 
from 40.2 hours in June to 39.8 
hours in July. Average hourly 
earnings in all manufacturing rose 
from $1.317 to $1.33. 

In the durable goods line, the 
average weekly earnings fell from 
@ $56.32 to but the work week 
dropped from 40.7 hours to 40.1. 
This meant that average hourly 
earnings actually were higher— 
$1.404 compared to $1.385 in June. 

In non-durable goods manufac- 
turing,-.average weekly earnings 
rose from $49.39 in June 
at mid-July. The average work 
week was shaved from 39.8 hours

| TO RAILWAY MEN IN YEAR: 


' Sickness benefits estimated at a 
| total of $272,000 were paid to 
| about 1600 railroad workers in 
St. Louis during the first year the 
| Railroad Unemployment Insur- 
ance Act was in effect, it was an- 
| nounced yesterday by F. W. Cun- 
_ningham, district manager of the 
| Railroad Retirement Board, which 
administers the program. 

The majority of beneficiaries 
were in the upper age brackets, 
Cuningham said, most of them be- 
ing more than 45 years old. In ad- 
dition, most of them were long- 
time railroad employes with the 
result that their annual wages 
were high enough to permit them 
to receive top daily benefits of 
$4.50 or $5. 

To qualify for sickness benefits

Reserve Squadrons Could 
Man 50 Carriers From 
‘Mothball’ Fleet With- 
in 6 Weeks. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Aug. 28 
| (AP)—While the “mothball fleet” 
rides silently at anchor, squadrons 
of weekend warriors thunder over- 
head. 

The warships lie side by side on 
the broad St. Johns river, their 
guns thick with grease and pro- 
tective cocoons—a picture of the 
United States at peace. 

Above roar the Hellcat and Cor- 
sair fighters; the Avenger, Ven- 
tura and Catalina bombers in full 
battle array—a picture of a nation 
getting ready for what might 
come. 


War II demobilization was on, the 
naval air reserve training unit 
here consisted of one officer, one 
|-brief case and one telephone. 
| Six Squadrons at One Base. 

Today, with hazards of another 
conflict being talked about, the 
Jacksonville Naval Air Reserve 
Training Unit boasts a Navy 
fighter squadron, a Marine fighter 
squadron, a Navy attack squadron, 
two fleet air service squadrons 
and a Navy patrol squadron. 
They’re the weekend warriors, 
combat-seasoned airmen who are 
now civilians. They represent mil-

MIAMI, Fla, Aug. 28 (AP)—A 
fast-spinning hurricane hovered 
600 miles off a lengthy coastline 
today, and caused the weather bu- 
reau to sound a precautionary 
note for the Georgia-Carolina 


coasts. 

The storm moved northwest- 
ward at 12 to 14 miles an hour 
with 115- to 125-mile winds spin- 
ning around its center. A Navy 
observer declared it had “a beau- 
tiful eye,” like a perfectly round 
whirling disk. This was an indi- 


cation of its violence, he added. 
Grady Norton, chief of the 
‘weather bureau’s storm warning 
service here, said the hurricane 
was centered 630 miles east of 
Titusville, Fia., 550 miles south- 
east of Cape Hatteras, N.C., 610 
miles east-southeast of Savannah, 
Ga., and Charleston, 8.C., and 450 
miles southwest of Bermuda.

stitution -— rights denied them in their 
native land. The United States Government 
those to grant them asylum, following the 
broad principle of respect for the human 
personality on which our civil rights are 
based. 

At rock bottom it is this broad prin- 
ciple which divides the world. Civil lib- 
erties are denied to people living under 
the spreading influence of Soviet Russia 
—and elsewhere, as in Franco Spain. 

In its note to Russia in ‘he case of the 
Russian school teachers, made public’ Aug. 
20, the State Department was acting in one 
of America’ most becoming roles, as cham- 
pion of liberty. ‘“‘The Government of the 
United States,’’ declared the note, “‘cannot 
permit the exercise within the United States 
of the police power of any foreign govern- 
ment.” 

The notion of collusion by the United 
Siates Government in an effort to force 
people to return to a land where they be- 
lieve their lives and liberties are in danger 
would be in profound contradiction to 
American feelings and traditions, 

There is, to be sure, no mention of the 
right of asylum in the Constitution of the 
United Statex and our policies in the past 
have varied. A long list of refugees from 
the Nazis, including such men as Thomas 
Mann and Albert Einstein, have made this 
country their permanent home; lately such 
refugees from the Russians as Dr. Jan 
Papanek, Czech representative to the United 
Nations have elected—and been allowed— 
to stay here rather than return to Soviet 
domination. 

The development and appjication of the 
principle of right of asylum has been 
called one of the indices of humanity’s 
progress from barbarism to enlighten- 
ment. Reference is found to it in early 
civilizationr and it has often been asso- 
ciated in some way with religious beliefs 
and insvitutions. 

The Egyptians and Greeks had certain 
temples in which the persecuted could take 
refuge. -The Old Testament mentions the 
principle. Plutarch says that immediately 
after founding Rome, Rom.lus and Remus 
‘‘made a sanctuary of refuge for all fugi- 
tives. There they received: all who came, 


delivering none up.” 


From the Middle Ages 
To Early American Law. 


In the Middle Ages churches, and later 
the dwellings of priests and bishops, ceme- 
teries and monasteries became sanctuaries, 
which had the ultimate effect of mitigat- 
ing the severity of lawful penalties. Sanc- 
tuary was provided in other countries for 
many who fled from the Spanish and Italian 
Inquisitions. 

The principle was written into early 
American law. It appears in the Body 
of Liberties of the Massachusetts Colony 
in New England, which was enacted by 
the General Court in 1641. It appears 
also in the writings of Washington, Mad- 
ison and Jefferson. In 1844 the Demo- 
cratic Party platform had a plank in- 
dorsing it, A similar declaration ap- 
‘peared in the 1864 Republican platform.

| the early days of our national history. Ed- 
mond C. Genet, French minister plenipaten- 
tiary to the United States in 1793, a diplo- 
mat who spent much of his time in America 
engaged in acrimonious disputes with the 
Government, finally threatened to carry his 
dispute directly to the people, causing Presi- 
dent Washington to .1sk the French republic 
to recall him. His successor arrived in the 
United States with an order for Genet’s 
arrest and instructions to send him back to 
France for trial. Washington refused to 
permit his extradition and Genet became a 
naturalized citizen, remaining in the United 
States until his death 40 years later. 


Until the 1840¢- it was the generally-held 
view in the United States that naturaliza- 
tion did not necessarily de-nationalize an 
individual from his former allegiance if that 
was the conclusion of his country of origin. 
This conception underwent a change when 
James Buchanan became Secretary of State 
in 1845. American citizenship was held to 
exclude other citizenship. 


In 1859 Attorney General Jeremiah 5S. 
Black put forward the doctrine that ex- 
patriation “includes not only emigration 
out of one’s native country but naturaliza- 
tion in the country adopted as a future 
residence.” He said it is “the natural right 
of every free person who owes no debts and 
is not guilty of a crime to leave thé country 
of his birth in good faith and for an honest 
purpose.”’ 


Congress Upholds Right 
Of Men to Leave Country. 


Tn 1868 Congress upheld the pight of 
expatriation in the following language: 

“Whereas the right of expatriation is a 
natural and inherent right of all people, 
indispensable to the enjoyment of the 
rights of life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness, and whereas in the recognition 
of this principle this Government has freely 
received emigrants from all nations... 
any declaration, instruction, order or de- 
cision of any officer of the United States 
which denies, restricts, impairs, or ques- 
tions the right of expatriation is declared 
inconsistent with the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the Republic.” 

Discussing this, statute Edwin Borchard, 
an American authority on international law, 
has said:~ 

“That it is impossible to consider ex- 
patriation except as an incident of a change 
of abode, is evidenced in the history of the 
policy. When immigration is denied to 
many people their ‘inherent right’ to ‘lib- 
erty’ and ‘the pursuit of -happiness’ is 
strictly confined to enjoyment at home.”

Carusi, a stocky, balding man of 46, has 
been in Washington since 1925 when John 
G. Sargent, President Coolidge’s Attorney 
General, asked him to become his confiden- 
tial secretary. Sargent was from Vermont, 
the home of Carusi’s parents, although 
Carusi happens to have been born in Italy, 
while his parents were visiting there. 

.After he had been in the Depariment of 
Justice for five years he was named exec- 
utive assistant to Attorney General William 
D. Mitchell and he served in that same 
capacity for the four succeeding Attorneys 
General, Homer S. Cummings, Frank Mur- 


phy, Robert H. Jackson and Francis Biddle. 

At Biddle’s suggestion President Roose- 
velt appointed Carusi, who is a Republican, 
to the post of Immigration Commissioner 
in 1944. He served there until a year ago 
when he was given a special assignment 
in the State Department to investigate the 
problem of displaced persons in Europe. 

Carusi made a tour of about 100 dis- 
placed persons camps in Europe, and re- 
turned to report to the President and Con- 
gress on plans for resettlement of these 
homeless victims of the war. 

There are about 837,000 displaced per- 
sons in Europe, but only about 600,000 of 
these are regular residents of the camps. 

“Tiring of living in idleness and on 
charity,’ Carusi told the Post-Dispatch, ‘‘the 
others have sought work outside the camps. 
They obviously include the most enterpris- 
ing and independent people, and those most 
worthy to become a part of American life.”’ 

Those -who have left the D.P. camps, 
however, are excluded from consideration 
as immigrants under the displaced persons 
law. Congress limited application of the 
law to residents of the camps, with the 
purpose of reducing the burden of main- 
taining these camps. 

The law restricts opportunities for im- 
migration to those who were residents of 
the camps by Dec. 22, 1945. This is the 
provision most sharply criticized by its 
opponents. That date was chosen as the 
one on which President Truman issued

Red missionaries from Latvia, 
Esthonia and Lithuania had visited the 
camps showing motion pictures and offer- 
ing lectures describing the happy lot that 
would be theirs if only they would return.

Another of the law’s preferences re- 
quires that at least 30 per cent of those 
admitted must be farmers who intend to 
continue in that occupation in the United 
States. This provision, too, is criticized 
as anti-Semitic, because relatively few 
Jews are farmers, 

The net effect of all the preferences writ- 
ten into the law is generally conceded to be 
that they exclude virtually all Jews. On the 
other hand it is argued that most of the 
Jews who are displaced persons have indi- 
cated their preference for Palestine as the 
place where they want to settle. 


Contrary to what seems to be a general 
impression, Carusi said, administration of 
the new law begins in this country, not 
in Europe. 

“This is because housing and employment 
are conditions pre-requisite to admission,’’ 
he said. .“‘To come to America a displaced 
person must have a job and a home await- 
ing him here. 

“When it is assured on this side that 
there are perhaps 1000 opportunities here 
for displaced persons,” Carusi said, ‘“‘staff

‘select possibly 1500 applicants for screening. 


“The successful applicant must meet 
the eligibility requirements including 
health and character, work skills and 
adherence to the principles of democracy.

Britain’s far-reaching program of regional 
and town planning can be traced largely to 
one factor—necessity. With her 88,745 
square miles of land—only a little more 
than the area of Minnesota—bounded on all 
sides by salt water, her people have had to 
accept the lack of a frontier and resolve to 
make the most of what land was available. 

More than a century ago the British popu- 
lation started to drift to the large cities, 
especially London. By 1939 only 35 per 
cent of the total of about 46 millions lived 
outside major urban areas. The rest were 
bunched around teeming industrial centers. 

Slums, overcrowding, noise, smoke, a 
creaking public transportation system and 
traffic jams were the inevitable results. 
Today the average speed of vehicles on 


when the League of Nations set up a spe- 
cial commission to aid refugees from the 
Nazi regime.

Real Estate Promoters 
Spoiling the Farm Land. 


Between 1927 and 1939 an annual aver- 
age of 60,000 acres of farm land was taken 
over for building and other development. 
Food being one of the nation’s major prob- 
lems, the continuance of this trend could 
| prove economically disastrous. 

Sporadic attempts to conserve the land 
resources of the country have been made 
during the last 40 years. By the outbreak 
of the war, however, it was obvious that 
further measures were necessary. Three 
government commissions studied the compli- 
cated problem, and as a result the Ministry 
of Town and Country Planning was estab- 
lished in February, 1943. Its duty was “‘to 
ensure consistency and continuity in the 
framing and execution of a national policy 
with respect to the use of the land.” 

A Government White Paper published in 
June, 1944, listed among the aims of fu- 
ture planning the following: 

Harmonizing the claims on land for 
housing, agriculture, national parks, 
roads, airfields. 

Conserve good agricultural land. 

Avoiding traffic congestion and the 
loss of time due to large numbers of peo- 
ple traveling long distances to work. 

Relieving of overcrowding. 

In accordance with the basic aims of 
Town and Country Planning the New Towns 
Act of 1946 was passed. It gave the Min- 
ister the authority to designate an area of 
land (which may include an existing town) 
as the site of a proposed new town. The 
plan will attempt to drain off 1,250,000 
“overspill” population from Greater Lon- 
don, which now numbers about 10,000,000 
people. 

Similar programs are proposed for the 
relief of Manchester, Southeast Scotland 
and the Clyde Valley. The New Towns 
program is not, of course, the whole answer 
to the planning problem. Other projects 
call for the redevelopment of London to 
make it a better home for the people who 
stay there and proper rebuilding of bombed 
areas. 

What exactly is a ‘“‘New Town’’? Official- 
ly a New Town is a “self-contained and bal- 
anced community for work and living.” 

People will work in these towns as well 
as live in them. A man’s job will be near 
his home. 


All Classes to Live 
‘In New Towns, by Plan. 


The town will not be a one-class com- 
munity. Every effort will be made to at- 
tract people of various income levels and 
occupations in order that residents will get 
to know and understand people of many 
types. 

The town will not be a one-industry com- 
munity but will provide its residents with 
a choice of jobs. In an‘economic slump di- 
versified industry will help go prevent re- 
gional unemployment. - 

The town will provide health services, 
recreational, educational and cultural facili- 
ties. The amenities of urban living will be 
provided whether the people demand these 
things or not. 

Few if any virgin sites suitable for New 
Town development remain in southeast 
England. Thus most of the New Towns 
must be built with the nucleus of an exist- 
ing village, Of the four communities so far 
designated, three have emphatically declared 
that they-do not want to’ be New Towns. 
They want to remain old towns.

Each new town will be developed by «2 
government-sponsored and government-fi- 
nanced corporation responsible to the Min- 
istry. To prevent the various towns being 
rubber-stamp copies of each other, engineers 
and architects working on each project will 
be given the widest possible latitude within 
the broad outlines of the plan. 


Private enterprises will be encouraged to 
work with the corporation. For example, if 
a given industry wants to build its own 
plant in the town, it will be permitted to do 
so on a leasehold basis, its plans being first 
approved by the authorities. Similarly, a 
man may rent a corporation-built and 
owned house, or he may build a house of 
his own under a leasehold. The cost of 
each town will vary with the amount of 
participation by private enterprise, but the 
average cost of a New Town is estimated 
at from $80,000,000 to $120,000,000. 


The basic unit of the town’s social life 


; will be the neighborhood. . This term refers 


to a rather nebulous area in most cities, but 
each of Stevenage’s six neighborhoods will 
be a compact and well-defined entity with 
a population of about 10,000 people. This 
size is based upon the number of children 
necessary for a good school of each type. 
No. child will be more than five minutes’ 
walking distance from school, and since the 
principal streets go around the neighborhood 
instead of through it, he will not have to 
cross any busy thoroughfares. Neighbor- 
hood nursery schools will*be within several} 
hundred yards of every home. 

Each neighborhood will have small shop- 
ping centers with privately owned stores 
(competitive in every line), its own 
churches, a movie theater, at least one 
“pub,”’ a community center and open spaces 
for sports. 

Housing will be of various types to suit 
the needs of the residents. 


Scheme Also Provides for 
Culture, Education and Play. 


The town center will contain larger and 
more varied stores than the neighborhoods, 
an administrative center, office buildings, 
medical centers, a cultural center including 
a county college, several sports centers, 
larger cinemas and probably one legitimate 
theater. Throughout the town will¢ be 

“‘wedges of green” designed to allow the 
rural charm of the country-side to come into 
town. 


To one side of the residential areas and 
the town center, and separated from them 
by the railroad line, will be the industrial 
section of the little city. It will accommo- 
date about 40 industries and will be no 
more than five minutes’ ride by bus or bi- 
cycle from any home in the town. In the 
industrial section as well as in the neigh- 
borhoods will be found open spaces “where 
the men can kick a football around on their 
lunch hour.” 


A central heating plant depending in 
part on waste heat from the factories will 
warm all the houses and Community 
buildings. 

Getting industry to the New Towns is 
no worry. Already 1400 applications have 
been received for the 40 sites at Stevenage, 


Obviously the general rule of “live in 
Stevenage, work in Stevenage” cannot oper- 
ate 100 per cent. If a man changes jobs 
after moving to the New Town, he and his 
family will not be evicted. Or, to take 
another possible instance, a man working 
in a local industry may qualify for’a home 
in the New Town, but his grown daughter 
may prefer to make the daily trip to Lon- 
don, 30 miles away, for a special job. 


Will life be controlled and channelized by 
the planners’ carefully-laid designs? 


The Ministry says no. “We are’ not at- 
tempting to impose a2 way of life on any- 
one,” the official emphasized. ‘But on the 
basis of thorough social and economic re- 
search, we know how most British people 
would like to live. The nation’s target of 
new homes in the next 10 to 15 years is 
4,000,000 units. In the same period there 
will be vast industrial development. All 
that regional and town planning aims to do 
is to assure that those new homes and fac- 
tories will be so placed to provide the fullest 
life for the people and maximum efficiency 
for industry. A man will st\i be free to 
change jobs, change homes or move out of 


| the New Town if he so desires.” 


The New Towns program will stand not 
as a mere relief of a housing problem but 
as.a. social experiment in improving urban 
life. As F. J. Osborn, one of the pioneers 
of New Town development, put it, “Our New 
Towns are a significant first step in a 
world-wide movement to humanize the in- 
dustrial town, which is essential if civiliza- 


tion is to escape some of its greatest 
dangers.”

For a New Second Party 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The Post-Dispatch and the Kansas 
City Star, whose comment the Post- 
Dispatch reprinted, may be right in 
their preference for the traditional 
American two-party system over the 
European multi-party system. But it is 
at least arguable that the difficulties in 
some of the European countries re- 
ferred to were due not so much to their 
possession of the theoretically more 
democratic system of proportional rep- 
resentation as to the existence of sev- 
eral extremist groups which, instead of 
trying to make democracy work, delib- 
erately sought to use this democratic 
device to destroy democracy. 


At any rate, recent experience in this 
country might lead one to questicn 
whether the results aren’t almost as 
bad, if not worse, when numerous mi- 
norities and individual politicians who 
put various special interests ahead of 
the common welfare are united not in 
unstable coalitions but in two major 
parties united only in the desire to get 
or to keep office. 

Certainly the Democratic party has 
not shown, in the past few years, “the 
strength to impose a firm and consist- 
ent policy” on its discordant elements, 
nor even the ability to hold its “feud- 
ing minorities” together. There is al- 
most as much difference on issues 
among the Republicans, though the 
prospect of victory holds the party to- 
gether at the moment in a superficial 
unity. 

Instead of trying to reconstitute the 
Democratic party as it has existed in 
the recent past, would it not be wiser 
for believers in genuine democracy ‘*‘o 
take advantage of its present disinte- 
gration to build a new political organi- 
zation which will aim to become in the 
near future not a “third” party but a 
new second party and eventually the 
first or majority party? 

The attempt of certain Democratic 
politicians to keep the Progressive 
party off the Missouri ballot, unless it 
is repudiated in no uncertain terms by 
the Democratic party’s leaders, ought to 
be enough to prevent any self-respecting 
liberal voter from ‘supporting a party 
which thus belies the name “Demo- 
cratic.” 

If successful, that attempt will not 
only infringe the right of Progressive 
party supporters to vote as they see fit, 
but it will also deny those who oppose 
the Progressive party their right to 
vote against it, and their right to have 
an effective answer to any possible 
claim by the Progressives to greater 
strength in Missouri than they actually 
possess. 

What we need is a non-Communist, 
“crass roots” new party, not held to- 
gether merely by the prestige or popu- 
larity of an individual “leader” or a few 
“big names,” and not seeking to win 
power by a multitude of unrelated and 
sometimes conflicting appeals to the 
special claims of various groups of vot- 
ers, but offering a coherent, intelligent 
and democratic program of peace, free- 
dom and economic security for all cle- 
ments in our population which are will- 
ing to make their fair contribution to 
the common welfare without claiming 
special advantages at the expense of

“More Doctors Needed 


The American people need more doctors. The. 


Army’s statement that it needs 3900 more medi- 
cal officers is just one more reminder of this. It 
is also a reminder that the medical schools of the 
United States, crowded as they are, simply are 
not training enough physicians and surgeons. ~ 

In 1905 there were 160 medical schools in the 
country. They had 26,147 students and 5606 
graduates. By 1915, the number of schools had 
dropped to 96. These had 14,891 students and 
3536 graduates. By 1930, there were only 76 
schools, but the number of students had risen to 
21,597, and the number of graduates to 4565. 
Five years later, in 1935, there were 77 schools 
with 22,888 students and 5101 graduates. Not 
one school has been added since then. The num- 
ber of students has remained roughly 22,000, 
the graduates per year something over 5000. 

There were good reasons for reducing the 
number of medical schools in the earlier years of 
the century. Some of them had inadequate facili- 
ties and faculties. Some were not much more 
than diploma mills. The decrease was accom- 
panied by marked improvements in the stan- 
dards of those remaining. Nevertheless, the 
medical schools have not kept pace with the 
growth of the United States. After all, the 
population in 1905 was under 90,000,000. It is 
now climbing toward 150,000,000. 

Actually, the need for doctors has grown more 
rapidly than the population. For one thing, 
there are many more old people in the United 
States now, and they need more medical care 
than the average. Medicine has become more 
complex and more specialized. And because 
of intensive health education, in and out of 
the schools, the individual is more conscious of 
his need and so makes heavier demands on 
the profession. 

Yet another factor is the increase in medical 
research. The search for cures of cancer, polio, 
Hansen's disease and the many other ailments 
Which still baffle science calls for manpower— 
more than is now being thrown into the battle. 

This need for more doctors is plain to public 
officials, social workers and to most laymen. So 
it is all the more discouraging that the American 
Medical Association itself refuses to face the 
facts. The association, wrote Leo Sonderegger 
of the Providence Bulletin, “has expended a 
lot of energy, time and editorial space in insist- 
ing that there is an uneven distribution of 
physicians, but no shortage. It is still arguing 
over this point with the U.S. Public Health 
Service.” 

But there is no doubt in the minds of such 
men as Oscar R. Ewing, federal security admin- 
istrator. “There is no question,” he said re- 
cently, “that there is more need for medical per- 
sonnel, the American Medical Association to the 
contrary notwithstanding. We need more hos- 
pitals, more diagnostic clinics. Those things re- 
quire additional doctors. And you’ve got to have 
personnel before you can have research.” 

There are many thousands of young Americans 
who would jump at the chance to enter the medi- 
cal profession if they were encouraged to do so 
and if obstacles were removed. Here is a task 
for medical statesmanship and particularly a task 
for the American Medical Association. Unfor- 
tunately, while it remains under the spell of such 
reactionaries as Dr. Morris Fishbein, little can be 
expected of the AMA. 
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Charles Evans Hughes 


Charles Evans Hughes was an exemplar of 
what the republican Romans called virtue. Up- 
right in his personal conduct, he believed that 
others should be held to a similarly strict ac- 
countability. 

His public career was based on investigations 
of public utilities and insurance companies in 
New York. These led to the governorship and 
eventually to the Supreme Court. The confi- 
dence which they inspired almost ushered him 
into the White House. Symbolic of this was the 
willingness of his adversary, Woodrow Wilson, 
to stake his reputation on a Hughes-directed in- 
vestiZation when a charge of scandalous war- 
time expenditures was falsely raised. 

Even in his appearance, Mr. Hughes belonged 
to an old school of politicians — the bearded 
Americans whose disappearance was bewailed by 
Thomas Wolfe. But he did not rail against he 
pace of new times. He tried to keep in step. 
After returning to the Court as Chief Justice, 
he sided more frequently with its forward-look- 
ing members than not. 

He retired in the fullness of years and of hon- 


ors. And now his record remains as one of dig-' 


nified and high-minded service to his country. 
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Harbinger? 

On the shelves of the dime stores, the 10- 
cent handkerchief has reappeared—good quality 
and full size.

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Escapists and Slummers 

The trend of American fiction has so alarmed 
the editors of Life magazine that the whole edi- 
torial page of a recent issue was given over to 
a discussion of the matter. Our novelists, says 
Life, are either escapists or slummers and none 
of them seems interested, any longer, in writing 
about people who see a meaning in life and get 
pleasure out of living. 

Norman Mailer’s “The Naked and the Dead” 
is given as an example but there are others; so 
many others that it must be conceded immedi- 
ately that a case has been made. It doesn’t fol- 
low, however, that the results will be seriously 
injurious to American literature. Moreover, 
some permanent derpsit of interest and value 
may be left for, after all, Dostoievsky, Balzac, 
Victor Hugo, Dickens and Thomas Hardy were 
also literary slummers. What is slightly dis- 
couraging about our present contingent of 
young novelists is the apparent belief that great 
and serious writjng must necessarily deal with 
unpleasant, even disgusting material. “Strength” 
is equated with blood; guts and psychotic de- 
lirium; boldness with an unsocialized vocabulary 
of short and ugly words. . 

A stereotype of this sort is as dangerous to 
creative writing as the love-at-first-sight cliche 


over, it is getting to be too easy. Perhaps one 


_. reason for the visceral, psychotic school of writ- 
ing is that it takes more thought, a better 
 gense of organization and a greater command of 


the language to write about normal people and 
make them interesting. Another is the large 
body ‘of literate Americans—nourished by such 
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publications as Life magazine—who prefer 


shocks. to subtleties. ' 

The situation, however, is certainly not hope- 
less. There is at least a ferment of talent at 
work in our younger writers. Greater maturity 
and breadth of outlook may come later.

Jury service of any kind is a solemn duty of 
citizens, but grand juries, because of their-broad 
inquisitorial powers and because of the inde- 
pendence granted them under the old Anglo- 
Saxon tradition, are especially important. They 
are beholden to no one and to nothing except 
their own consciences. The history of American 
law shows many instances where grand juries, 
acting as representatives of the people as a 
whole, have performed magnificent services. 

Seldom, however, has a grand jury met under 
such conditions of strain’ and pressure as the 
Peoria grand jury. The killing of Bernie Shel- 
ton uncovered a mass of corruption inePeoria 
that must be prosecuted and punished. By the 
same token, the pressure on the grand jury and 
the prosecutor is enormous. Powerful forces 
are trying to hush up the whole scandal.

Fall of the French Cabinet 


The downfall of the coalition Cabinet of Pre- 
mier Andre Marie after only a month in power 
is unfortunate for France and for the Western 
world. France needs political stability both for 
its own sake and for the role the nation should 
play in the recovery of Europe under the Mar- 
shall Plan. This latest political collapse does 
not help the Western Powers a bit in bargain- 
ing with the sharp traders of the Kremlin. 

The crisis arose over a proposed further de- 
valuation of the franc. The controversy hinged 
on the relative rises to be granted in prices 
and wages. Not very long ago the franc, which 
before World War I was worth 20 cents, was 
reduced to a third of a cent. Since then the 
Government has not shown vigor and determina- 
tion enough in suppressing the black market, 
and now a further cut in the frane is consid- 
ered necessary. On the black market, it already 
sells as low as 380 to the dollar. 

Physically, France is recovering. Farm pro- 
duction is up to 85 per cent of normal and in- 
dustrial production in some fields, such as pig 
iron, is above the prewar level. So long as the 
black market is tolerated, however, the wary 
French peasant tends to hold back his produce. 

The coalition of middle parties has rested on 
a precarious foundation. In the municipal elec- 
tions last October, the party of Gen. De Gaulle, 
in whom some see a potential dictator, polled 
nearly 40 per cent of the votes and the Commu- 
nists polled approximately 29 per cent. 

As a minority which sees itself as saving 
France from the danger of dictatorship from 
the right or left, the middle parties are under 
the greater compulsion to present a government 
which can attract respect for its democratic 
strength and efficiency. — 

The source of the trouble, politically, lies in 
the multiple party system which afflicts the 
Fourth Republic, as it did the Third. That, in 
turn, has its source in the constitutional provi- 
sion for proportional representation. The Cham- 
ber of Deputies can amend the Constitution by 
a simple two-thirds vote. If it would use this 
power to do away with proportional representa- 
tion, it would be taking a long step toward pro- 
viding the political stability so urgently needed.

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Nazi Law in Alaska 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Though Alaska’s Indians have long owned their own land and 
have done more to build up the territory than adventurers and 
absentee corporations, the Government is accused of extinguishing 
their property rights without any pretense of fair compensation. 


Felix S. Cohen, Authority on Federal Indian Law, in Commentary 


For the first time, it has been decreed by 
Congress that a Government bureau may 
seize the possessions of Americans solely 
because they belong to a minority race. 
That is the meaning of the Tongass Act, 
which deprives Alaskans of their land and 
timber if two or more of their grandparents 
were Indians, and which quietly became 
law on Aug. 8, 1947. (The author likens 
this to the racist laws of the Nazis.) 

The new law authorizes expropriation of 
land and timber which had been protected 
by federal legislation since 1884. Money re- 
ceived for the prop- 
erty will be taken up 
by the Treasury and 
owners can try to 
get it from Con- 
gress, but the Ton- 
gass Act confers no 
authority to pay out 
any such receipts. 

Indeed, the bureaus 
concerned have 4Ge- 
cided that even be- 
fore they sell the . , 
timber, the Indian Harold Ickes 
owners have lost any right to cut logs on 
their own lands. Those who defy the rul- 
ing and cut trees on their own woodlois 
face the prospect of prison. 


Plunder for Private Profit 


Until last August, no Congress had ever 
passed a jaw depriving a racially-defined 
group of its possessions. Even the war- 
time drive to imprison Americans of Japa- 
nese ancestry was a military action, not 
directed by Congress; and the most ex- 
treme of all congressional expropriation 
acts—that which confiscated the property 
of the Mormon church 60 years ago—at 
least respected the property of individuals. 

Former Interior Secretary Ickes, who 
knew the nature of the pressures that put 
over the Tongass timber steal, devoted two 
of his columns to the legislation, which he 
characterized as “an off-color bill to con- 
summate a discreditable conspiracy ... in- 
tended to plunder the Indians ruthlessly for 
private profit.” 

The Richmond Times-Dispatch declared: 
“The whife man in Alaska despises the 
‘Siwash’. A psychologist may find the root 
of that contempt in the involuntary guilt 
which men invariably feel when they profit 
at the expense of the ‘lesser breeds without 
the law.’ Yet neither the Interior Depart- 
ment, nor the presidentially appointed Gov- 
ernor of Alaska, both ‘guardians’ of the 
rights of the natives, protested against the 
shameless steal.”

rights have left to take positions with the 
very industries they were supposed to regu- 
late. Other employes have found it possible 
to receive emoluments without ever aban- 
doning their Government connections. 
Colonialism in Alaska means that the 
people are not permitted to use its re- 
sources without paying absentee owners for 
the privilege. The Indian fisherman must 
pay &5 cents for a can of the salmon that 
he has just caught and sold for & cents. 


Milked by Distant Masters 


Exports from Alaska for the 35 years be- 
fore the war exceeded imports by 88 per 
cent, or $959,000,000, Who got the $959,000,- 
000? By and large it went to absentee 
owners. Had these sums gone into local 
improvements and local industry, Alaska 
might today be a thriving replica of modern 
Scandinavia. 

Indians have made more progress in the 
development of their resources than white 
settlers, who are commonly content to live 
on canned goods from Seattle and to dwell 
in houses of imported brick. Of the white 
settlers, only a handful have stayed and 
raised families. 

The acknowledged right of Indian tribes 
to reserve portions of their origina] domain 
for their own continued use was the one 
thing that made it possible for so many 
tribes to regroup their forces, and to 
emerge #s a vigorous people, increasing 
more rapidly in numbers than any other 
racial group in the nation. 

What is done to Indians or Eskimos in 
Alaska today can be done to Negroes in the 
South tomorrow, and to Jews, Catholics, or 
descendants of non-Anglo-Sagon strains 
the day after tomorrow. For four centuries 
the Indian has served as the guinea pig for 
new forms of race discrimination. 


A Fight for All Americans 


Here in America, advances in commerce, 
industry, science or government begin as 
unorthodox ideas, and have flourished be- 
cause men could differ from their neigh- 
bors and find tolerance. American pros- 
perity, no less than American inventiveness 
and American freedom, are profoundly 
threatened by any upsurge of intolerance. 
Of all forms of intolerance, that against a 
racial minority is the most terrible, because 
there is no escape from one’s race. 

And yet, it is, in the long run, more ter- 
rible to the oppressor. For while racial in- 
tolerance has seldom destroyed its intended 
victim, it has almost always, in the end, 
destroyed the society in which it flourished. 

The gallant fight that Alaskan natives 
are waging is against racist principles that 
threaten all Americans. For the rights of 
each of us can be no stronger than the 
rights of our weakest minority.

The double folds of the 
eyelids, the slight reddening of 
the whites of his deep blue eyes, 
gave him a sorrowful expression, 
like that of certain dogs. 

There was nothing sorrowful 
about his voice. I had remem- 
bered it as high and penetrating. 
Now it was full and sonorous, 
very clear. His enunciation was 
precise, almost hard. He rolled 
his r’s strongly. He seemed to 
throw his whole personality into 
his words.

never had any illusions about that 
—-he remained self-confident, sure 
of himself. 
From this time forward I was 
to see Goering day after day.

He kept on good terms with his 
American guards, though they 
might have been colder to him if 
they had been able to understand 
the caustic remarks he made to 
me in German about their man- 
ners. 

I was not accustomed to their 
free and easy habits either, so 
different from ours, and I was 
taken aback when, from time to 
time, the soldier seated beside 
Goering leaned back in. his chair 
and planted his feet on the table. 

Hated Security Officer. 

The one man Goering really 
hated among his custodians was 
Col. Clift Andrus, responsible for 
security measures, whom Goering 
usually referred to as “the fire 
chief”, because of his lacquered 
helmet.

The basic, long-term cause of 

China’s tragedy is that Commu- 
nism thrives in bad times and 
times have been agonizingly bad 
in China for more than a genera- 
tion. The industrial revolution 
shattered economic, political and 
social forms and institutions and 
the Chinese have not yet found 
new ones to replace them, China 
has developed neither the tech- 
nical and scientific means of com- 
munication nor the political and 
economic methods needed to make 
possible the effective central gov- 
ernment of so vast, sprawling and 
‘diverse a country. 
_ Foreign conquerors have looted 
‘China, have exploited and op- 
| pressed it in other ways, and have 
prevented it from developng as 
fast and as far as it might have 
been able to do if left alone: but 
when times are had the Chinese 
blame the party in power, just as 
‘other peoples do. and try to

Swiss consider themselves minor specialists in anti-Communist legis- 


lation. 


For eight years, from 1937 to 
1945, either state or federal law 
made membership in or affiliation 
with the Communist party a crim- 
inal offense. From August 1940, 
until June 1943, the federal gov- 
ernment framed and _ published 
nine specific decrees in an effort 
to wipe out the party root and 
branch. 


All Laws Repealed in 1945. 


By 1945 all such legislation, both | 


federal and local, was repealed 
and wiped from the code book. 

When federal law in 1940 forced 
the Communist party  under- 
ground, the Communists counted 
3000 dues-paying members and 
boasted not a single seat in the 
Federal Assembly. Shortly after 
they came out of hiding in 1945, 
they were able to claim 415,000 
members and had grown powerful 
enough to win seven seats in the 
Assembly.

A Chronicle of Character and Feeling 


TOWARD THE MORNING, by Hervey 
Alien. (Rinehart and Co., New York, 
458 pgs., $3.) 

R, ALLEN calls this—the 

Literary Guild selection for 

September—a ‘“‘chronicle of 
character and feeling.’’ This is 
not to say that it is without 
incident. Far from it! At one 
place, the hero neatly chops off 
the hand of a pilferer who has 
thrust it through the canvas 
cover of the hero’s covered 
wagon; at another place, the 
hero emokes that hand to pre- 
serve it as a memento and proof 
of another situation handled 
with decision and dispatch. 

But the author seems largely 
concerned, to be aure, with num. 
erous self-searchings forced upon 
his hero by the demands of his 
shift from a forest life.to its 
opposite, from the dangerous 
and violent excitement of* the 
frontier to the mechanics of 
“civilized” existence in growing 
communities. 

This hero—Salathiel Albine by 
name—is a picturesque figure 
(towering-tall, one-eared, pierc- 
ing keen of eye), who is travel- 
ing picturesquely in a heavy 
Wagon covered by a snug and 
drum-tight tent.

RTHUR STRINGER, Cana- 
A dian poet and novelist, has 

completed in the “Red Wine 
of Youth” a biography of Rupert 
Brooke that has been ready for 
writing since Richard Hallibur- 
ton went down with the Sea 
Dragon in a Pacific storm. Halli- 
burton had always felt a kinship 
with Brooke and began the col- 
lection of materials that went 
into this biography in order to 
escape from the first person of 
his adventure tales to the third 
person. 

The late adventure seeker 
/made a special trip to Skyros 
‘in the Greek Isles to spend a 
night at the grave of Brooke; 
there he decided to begin seri- 
ously the work on the life of his 
‘idol. His collection was gathered 
from family and friends who re- 
/ membered, but with the death of 
| Halliburton the collection went 
| untouched. 

In addition to the Halliburton 
collection, Stringer had the co- 
operation of Edward Marsh, an 
illustrious figure who had guided 
and directed Brooke to influen- 
tial literary channels. His mem- 
oirs had been the only intimate 
recountal of Brooke’s brief 
career. With such a background 
as this Stringer has been able to 
turn out an intimate and per- 
sonal story of an_ exciting 
romantic.

In answering the rather fool- 
ish questions of the identity of 
Shakespeare, he presents a pic- 
ture of the man and his times 
and then proceeds to build his 
logical eritical argument on this 
firm foundation. 

A vast accumulation of schol- 
arship, old and new, provides 
Prof. Craig with a sounder basis 
for consideration of the so-called 
“doubtful plays’ than any ear- 
lier critic had. His acceptance of 
these plays, “Titus Andronicus,” 
the Henry VI plays, “‘Timon of 
Athens,’’ “Pericles” and “‘Henry 
VIII,” rests upon the same close 
study of Shakespeare as a man 
and an artist that he employs in 
his treatment of the other plays.

Shaw on his side, has 
claimed that wife Kathleen was 
no better than the heroine of the 
gaudy tale she wrote of Restora- 
tion didoes and that furthermore, 
the silky-haired, sloe-eyed Kathy 
reneged. on a promise to have 
children, 

Divorce suits and the attendant 
name-cafliing are nothing new in 
the life of Shaw, the moody musi- 
cian, who is heading toward 40 
and a marital record that may yet 
outdistance that of Tommy Man- 
ville, the marrying asbestos heir. 
So far Shaw has been sloughed 
off by five beauties, including 
such glamorous gals as Lana 
Turner apd Ava Gardner, and is 
now in the process of getting the

S a man who used to think 

that the Bullock County 

Courthouse in Statesboro, Ga., 
was the most beautiful building 
in the world, the Taj Mahal plum 
laid me low. I saw it for the first 
time just at sunset, a glorious 
sunset, and the words of the 
Moghul who had it built, Shah 
Jahan, came to my mind. 

“The nymphs of Paradise,” he 
said, “love to rub off the dust of 
its threshold with their eyelids.” 

During the centuries that it has 
stood as one of the seven wonders 
of the world, scores of writers 
and poets have tried to describe 
its majestic, yet tender beauty, 
and all have admitted to failure. 
I had always pictured it as a 
cold, severe white marble edifice 
of magnificent proportions,

It is tremendous, all right, 
but at the same time it has an 
almost fragile beauty. A great 
portion of the marble of the Taj 
is inlaid with gems in flower 
patterns. Shah Jahan brought 
in diamonds from Panna, tur- 
quoise from Tibet, lapis lazuli 
from Ceylon, jasper from Cam- 
bay, malachite from Russia, 
cornelian from Baghdad, chry- 
solite from the Nile, and other 
precious stones and jewels from 
other parts of the world.

swer your letter. 
I've always believed that 
on the Ozark rivers big 
enough to float, gigging is 
a legitimate and exciting 
sport. For any success at 
all, it requires more skill 
than the average user of 
artificial lures ever attains 
—and far more knowledge 
of the river than the aver- 
age “float fisherman” ever 
needs, at least if he fishes with a good guide. | 

So I'm still in favor of a gigging season on these big 
rivers — this to be worked out to the best interests of all 
sportsmen, on the basis of the best evidence which can be 
gathered by these sportsmen, including the gigging fraternity, 
and by our Conservation Commission representing all the peo- 
ple of Missouri. 
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The gigging of game fish has already been outlawed 
—and ru go along with the authorities here. I also 
know that the “rough fish” of our big streams, such as 
red horse, suckers and shovel-billed cat, are the main 
quarry of the giggers and that few game fish are 
taken by them. Yet it’s mighty hard not to take a 
shot at any big line side of smallmouth which comes 
within range. You'll notice that both my references to 
gigging were in connection with smallmouth bass. 
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@ THESE REFERENCES WERE ALSO with regard to 
small Ozark creeks which are generally waded or fished from 
the bank. For my part, I'd like to see these small streams 
closed for all time to gigging and hand fishing. They are 
natural spawning and raising grounds—wherever they are not 
ruined by gravel erosion—for all our game fish species. Yet 
since earliest boyhood, I’ve seen these smal] creeks stripped 
of fish almost down to the smallest pumpkin seed by gangs of 
men or boys whose means include gigs, hand-fishing, guns, 
seines, grab-hooks, carbide or dynamite caps. And you'll agree 
that these methods are seldom practiced by fly and bait fish- 
ermen from the cities. ‘

from fighting another male bass or big jack salmon during 
the spawning season. But the evidence was strongly circum- 
stantial. It was a typical “country store” catfish hook with a 
five-inch shank and about one and one-eighth inches across 
the throat, such as you and I have seen tied to the staging on 
thousands of trotlines. This bass weighed three and a quarter 
pounds instead of the five he should have weighed and there 
was other evidence that he hadn't been fighting on the spawn- 
ing grounds this season. There are mighty few walleyes in 
Huzzah Creek big enough to battle a 20-inch bass—and finally, 
you and I have both seen enough gigged fish—both wounded 
and dead—to judge fairly the marks of the gig.

help found Fayette county and 
became the wealthiest farmer in 
the area. His son, James, had five 
hoys, one of whom was David, 
Mrs. Frazier’s father. Another son, 
Alfred for whom Mary later “de- 
serted” her father, became one 
of the country’s first cattle bar- 
ons. Mary left her parental home 
to live with Alfred, her uncle. 

The wealth of the family even- 
tually went to Alfred and, at his 
death in 1919, passed equally to 
Mary and to his daughter Alice. 
When Alice died in 1934, she in 
turn willed her money to Mary, 
who was the last living member 
of the clan. 

Mrs, Frazier spent most of her 
girlhood with her “Uncle Alf” in 
Philadelphia. She was married to 
Dr. Louis Posey, a prominent 
Philadelphia physician, and at his 
death she took as her second hus- 
band Johnson Miller Frazier, a 
hotel manager. She and Frazier 
parted via the divorce courts in 
1919. 

The town that is now Perry- 
epolis was fourided on a tract of 
1683 acres bought by Gen. Wash- 
ington in 1770. The town circle 
was the center of the plot of 
land. Washington himself drew the 
plan of the town, with a wagon- 
wheel street pattern like that of 
present - day Washington, ,D.C. 
Washington entered business for 
himself at Perryopolis. He built 
a grist mill now in ruins, But 
the mill may be one of the his- 
torical spots in the area to be re- 
built with Mrs. Frazier’s fortune. 

The town has changed little 
since the turn of the century. The 
main part of the town is the pub- 
lic square in which is located a 
stone monument to Washington, 
a World War I field piece and 
a flagpdle. Except for the addi-

tion of several tavern signs and 
a gasoline station, the sleepy ham- 
let has made little progress. 

The old Fuller homestead, where 
Mrs. Frazier was born, was sold 
after the death of Uncle Alfred 
and 10 years ago was destroyed 
by fire. The homestead’s barn, 
now dilapidated, still stands. Un- 
der the provisions of Mrs. Fra- 
zier’s will, armed watchmen will 
stand 24-hour duty at the forbid- 
ding mausoleum for two years. 
Thomas Martin, caretaker of the 
cemetery, guards the tomb by day 
and Harry Sechrist, a school 
teacher, by night. Each receives 
$110 wages monthly from the 
trust fund, 
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LTHOUGH she was widely 
A traveled and well educated, 

Mrs, Frazier was apparently 
camera shy. For no picture of her 
has been found in Perryopolis, 
New York or Philadelphia. For 
many years she served as Uncle 
Alfred’s private secretary, travel- 
ing abroad with him and enjoying 
a highly successful social life. 

A woman who lived a life of ec- 
centric luxury, she is described as 
being imperious and often in- 
tolerant of those who served her. 
But she was also given to sudden 
bursts of generosity. In latter life 
she developed a dread of germs. 
At times, when ill, she would hire 
an entire floor in one wing of a 
hospital to keep other sick people 
as far away from herself as pos- 
sible. 

In contrast to Mary, Perryopolis 
residents recall that her cousin, 
Alice, was a simple person who 
preferred the quiet life of the 
small town. After Alice’s parents 
died, she lived alone, with no 
electricity in her home, only a 
coal stove for cooking and a grate

Modern Mata Haris Are Busy All 
* Over the World—Russian ‘Charmers' 
Are Particularly Active in Attempts 
to Influence Americans Abroad 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28. 


HE Soviets appear to have 
T launched a large-scale cam- 

paign to win over or compro- 
mise key American officials abroad 
by the use of sex as an implement 
of Russian policy. The campaign 
already has won brilliant suc- 
cesses, reports reaching Washing- 
ton indicate. Three Americans in 
the United States Embassy in 
Moscow alone have fallen victim 
to the charms of Russians of the 
opposite sex in the last two years. 
American officials deny they have 
any reason to suppose that Com- 
munist agents have bewitched 
more than this number, in Mos- 
cow or elsewhere, but admit that 
they had no suspicions of the 
three now proved to have suc- 
cumbed until it was too late to 
do much about it. 

They also admit that there are 
usually several cases that remain 
undiscovered for every case that 
becomes known in this murky 
half-world of sex and espionage. 
Moreover, the Soviets would be 
fools if they didn’t follow up easily 
achieved successes, Officials here 
concede. 

The three cases of Americans 
in Moscow now known to have 
been won over, hoodwinked or 
compromised are: 

1. Miss Annabel Bucar, an em- 
ploye in the embassy’s information 
office, who renounced her Amer- 
ican citizenship six months ago 
and announced she was marrying 
a Russian and remaining in the 
Soviet Union. 

2. T.-Sgt. John Biconish, former- 
ly stationed at the Moscow em- 
bassy, who married a Russian girl 
the State Department now de- 
scribes as “obviously” “an experi- 
enced Soviet agent.” 

Mrs. Biconish’s name—or at 
least the name she was using 
when she married the sergeant— 
was Galina (Galya) Dunaeva, Sgt. 
Biconish was transferred to this 
country in September 1946, appar- 
ently with no suspicion that his 
wife might be an agent. However,

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know whether the Nazis subsi- 
dized Kitty, but I do know, 
though, that certain foreign dip- 
lomats visited her and that she 
sent reports every morning to the 
Foreign Office and the Gestapo 
telling what her guests had said 
and done the night before.

that was “solved” at Munich a 
few weeks later. 

There is no evidence that the 
Princess influenced Runciman— 
who was accompanied on his tour 
by his wife, incidentally. Nor is 
there any evidence that Runci- 
man even knew the Princess was 
an agent, But the Princess tried 
hard. She was about 40 at that 
time and not too attractive to 
younger men. But reports said 
that some older men found her 
engaging, and she had several 
successes With such men in the 


past. 

Besides, she was a “lady” in the 
narrow sense of the term, and the 
bearer of a famous name, and 
she could be—and was—invited to 
the “best” homes and castles all 
over Europe. The Nazis saw to it 
that she was invited to many, if 
not most, of the “best” Germar 
houses in Czeghoslovakia which 
Lord and Lady Runciman visited. 
Whereve: the Runcimans went, 
the Princess was almost sure to 
go. If she failed—and the pre- 
sumption is she did—it wasn’t for 
lack of trying.

high post in Washington intel- 
ligence and counter-intelligence 
operations. He met the countess 
under circumstances of unim- 
peachable propriety and conduct- 
ed himself with total correctness 
as far as I know. All the same, 
I wondered for many months aft- 
erward how badly the countess 
might have fooled him. It turned 
out, however, that I had under- 
estimated the general. Our paths 
crossed during the war and he 
mentioned the countess. 

“She was a German agent, wasn’t 
she?” he asked casually. 

I said of course she was. 

“I always assumed so,” said the 
general in the most matter of fact 
way imaginable, and turned to 
more interesting questions. 

Americans are babes in the 
woods at the lethal game of “spy 
and counterspy.” The United 
States is amateurish, both in its 
conduct of espionage and its de- 
fense against spies, Only for a 
brief period during the war did 
American undercover work ap- 
proach the standards of older, pro- 
fessional services. , 

Even then, inability or unwill- 
ingness to understand and prac- 
tice the fundamental elements of 
espionage, counter-espionage and 
subversion was widespread. Amer- 
ican shortcomings are especially 
conspicuous in the “Mata Hari 
branch” of under-cover work. The 
United States won’t use women for 
this kind of job, and few Ameri- 
can officials seem to know how to 
protect themselves against women 
other governments use. 

I had seen American officials 
and others walk into the most ob- 
vious kind of espionage “badger 
game” traps during my 13 years 
overseas before the war, and I 
found relatively little to comfort 
me on this score during four years’ 
service in the Office of Strategic 
Services during the war. 
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FEW Americans understood 
A ize “Mata Hari business” per- 

fectly well, but didnt dare en- 
gage in it because they were con- 
vinced that Congress, public opin- 
ion and higher echelons in the 
service wouldn’t tolerate it. Others 
wouldn’t engage in it because, 
they said, it wasn’t nice. One fair- 
ly high ranking American intelli- 
gence officer even objected during 
the war to using information ob- 
tained from intercepted letters. 

“A gentleman doesn’t read other 
people’s mail,” he said. 

Other Americans weren't as fin- 
icky as this, but some of them 
were extremely careless where 
women were concerneds At one 
stage of the war in Europe, 
counter-intelligence officers dis- 
covered that two women believed 
to be Axis agents had ensconced 
themselves in the rear-area house~- 
hold of a leading American Gen- 
eral. 

The general was famous for his 
fierce independence and fiery tem- 
per, and he had previously threat- 
ened to discipline counter-intel- 
ligence agents if they ever “inter- 
fered” with his operations. The 
agents therefore decided there was 
no use going to the General’s 
own headquarters about the wom- 
en. They quietly tipped off an 
Allied intelligence agency instead 
and the two “Mata Haris” dis- 
appeared. 

Female Axis agents also were 
active in the United States during 
the war. One applied for a job in 
the psychological warfare branch 
of the OSS soon after the agency 
began operations. She was an ex- 
quisite, rather tall, slender blonde 
in her middle or late twenties, and 
she recited a record of experience 
which qualified her ideally for 
service in the agency. Just when 
she was about to be passed on 
to the highest echelons for final 
clearance, the ravishing blonde re- 
marked that she had forgotten to 
mention one item in her previous 
employment—she had worked for 
several months in 1939 and 1940 
in the Copenhagen office of the 
German State Railways. 

This office was one of the most 
notorious centers of Nazi espion- 
age and subversion in the world. 
The blonde therefore was told that 
there could be no place for her 
in OSS. Junior officials in the 
agency were outraged by the 
blonde’s “insolence” in “trying to 
get a job” with her kind of a 
background.

ons” in spying. It is based on this 
calculation: 

Sooner or later, one or another 
of the junior officials would quite 
possibly dec‘Je that he owed it to 
his country to check up on the 
blonde — after office hours, of 
course.

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Ole Gene’s Ghost Haunts Georgia’s 


Feud - Ridden Race for 7 Governor 


Son, Herman, and Acting Incumbent, M. E. 
Thompson, Leading in Five-Man Field— 
Clash of Personalities, Not Issues. 


ATLANTA, Aug. 28 (INS) — 
Georgia is in the last stages of a 
sizzling litical campaign and, 
as usual, the race has all the ele- 
ments of a three-ring circus. 

The memory of the late, gallus- 
snapping Gov. Eugene (Ole Gene) 
T e hangs over the scene. 
So do the ramifications of Geor- 
gia’s so-called “double-governor” 
feud. 

On Sept. 8, the state will nomi- 
nate a Governor, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, a United States Senator, 
10 United States Representatives 
and various state officers. Victory 
in the Democratic primary on, 
that date is the equivalent of elec- 
tion in Democratic Georgia. 

The Governor's mace is the cen- 
ter of attention. It involves the 
game men who simultaneously 
claimed to be Governor when the 
elder Talmadge died shortly before 
he could be sworn into office. 

It’s Talmadge or. ThoMpson. 

Although there are five: candi- 
dates, political observers believe 
that only one of two can win — 
Herman Talmadge, 35-year-old son 
of the Ole Gene, or acting Gov. 
M. E. Thompson, who was named 
to office by the state Supreme 
Court,, ending the three-month 
“Double Governor” feud. 

Thompson, who became Lieu- 
tenant Governor in the last elet- 
tion, and Talmadge outlined strik- 
ingly similar platforms when the 
campaign began in mid-July. 

Each said he is in favor of cer 
tain state improvements — in- 
creased educational funds, and a 
constitutional highway board for 
example. 

As the campaign has warmed 
up, it has developed into a clash 
of personalities and a revival of 
the state’s ancient political feuds. 

Talmadge is supported by Roy 
Harris, powerful Augusta (Ga.) 
attorney and political expert wh 
has had a hand in every Georgia 
gubernatorial election since 1936. 
' Thompson’s candidacy is backed 
by the most startling coalition 
in Georgia’s confusing political 
lineup. 

Segregation an Issue. 

Former Gov. Ellis Arnall, con- 
sidered one of the South’s. most 
liberal politicians, and E. DU. 
Rivers, the man who exchanged 
verbal insults with Arnall in the 
1946 Governor’s race, have joined 
hands in an attempt to elect 
Thompson. 

The question of segregation of 
the Negro was injected into the 
race by Talmadge. Talmadge is 
attacking Thompson for what he 
claims is the acting Governor’s 
“two-faced” attitude toward Presi- 
dent Truman’s civil rights pro- 
posals. 

Talmadge contends Thompson is 
solicting what young Talmadge 
calls “the Negro bloc vote.” He 
also claims the main issue in the 
election is the civil rights pro- 
posals. 

Talmadge said from the begin- 
ning of the South’s rebellion that 
he is “agin” the President's pro- 
posals. Thompson at first cau- 
tioned against open rebellion. 
Now, however, Thompson says he 
also is against the civil rights pro- 
posals. | 

Answering his opponent, Thomp- 
gon shouted that Talmadge has 


“insulted the intelligence of the 
people of Georgia” when  Tal- 
madge claimed segregation would 
be abandoned unless Talmadge is 


el 
“Slush Fund” Charges. 

Things got really hot when Tal- 
madge recently accused Thomp- 
son and Rivers of conducting “the 
biggest politica] slugh fund rack- 
et” in the state’s history. He al- 
leges that highway records show 
that Thompson is awarding “ne- 
gotiated” highway contracts with- 
out public, competitive bidding. 

Thompson replied by saying 
that “if the other candidate wants 
ve get personal, I’m perfectly will- 
ng. 


When voters can tear them- 
selves away from the Thompson- 
Talmadge feud, they listen to ver- 
bal darts from a former Marine 
chaplain, the Rev. Joseph Rabun, 
Hoke O’Kelley, a lawyer, or Hoke 
Willis, a railroad clerical worker. 

Political observers minimize the 
chances of the three minor can- 
didates but cannot agree on the 
strength of Thompson and Tal- 
madge. 

Talmadge apparently still is 
highly favored by the “wool, hat 
boys,” or farmers, but Thompson

Groups Working Under Hoover Commissi6n| | 
Completing Survey of Government— 
General Report in January. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (AP)— 
A great array of experts, many 
working without pay, are nearing 
the end of an exhaustive year- 
long scrutiny of the federal gov- 


ernment. 

Their purpose is to see how we 
can get a more compact govern- 
ment at less cost—how we can 
pare away and consolidate the 
hundreds of 
agencies. 
The work is being directed by 
the 12-man “Hoover Commission,” 
set up by unanimqus vote of 
Congress in July 1947. 

The commission, formally 


| known as the Commission on the 


Organization of the Executive 
Branch of the Government, is 
commonly ‘called after its chair- 
man, Herbert Hoover. 

Hoover, only living former pres- 
ident, said when he accepted the 
job that it would be his “last 
public service.” 

First Report in January. 
The commission’s first report 
is due next January, but much 
groundwork already is com- 
pleted. The commission is work- 
ing through 23 “task forces.” 
Each is studying a separate prob- 
lem—for example, veteran’s af- 
fairs, natural resources, agricul- 
ture, public works. 

The term task force is credited 
to Hoover by those who work 
with him. The commission co- 
ordinates the work of the task 
forces. 

Task force reports are due by 
mid-October. Then the 12-man

- Western Hemisphere Defense Pacts.

‘ WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (AP)— 
Bit by bit the non-Communist 
world is writing the sort of peace 
the United Nations was supposed 
to create. 

“A growing network of agree- 
ments outside the U.N. now cov- 
ers in various ways nearly a half 
billion persons. It has grown up 
as the middle European nations 
fell to Communist minorities and 
as it became obvious that the 
Soviet bloc would sign little that 
wasn't “made in Moscow.” 

None of the agreements is point- 
edly anti-Communist. 

None covers the entire half bil- 
lion people, but they overlap. 

Most show signs of willingness 
to-give up some national independ- 
ence for the sake of security in 
larger groups. 

Here is the rolicall of the agree- 
ments: 

1. The stiffest pact was written 
in’ Brussels this spring. It ties 
together the United Kingdom, 
France, The Netherlands, Belgium 
and Luxembourg. For the next 
50 years these nations promised 
to gung up the minute any one 
of them is attacked. 

(The United Nations charter 
permits “regional arrangements” 
for defense until U.N. has taken 
steps to stop war or any threat 
to the peace.)

cratic nation to join. Canada and 
the United States are sitting in on 
their conferences as observers, 
and there are proposals that they 
join the pact to set up a “North 
Atlantic defense system.” 


Western Hemisphere Pact. 

2. The only other military pact 
includes the United States. It 
binds the U.S. and Latin America 
together. A looser pact than the 
Brussels agreement, it was writ- 
ten at Rio de Janeiro in 1947. 

It says that whenever a nation 
in this hemisphere is attacked the 
other nations will consult to name 
the aggressor and to figure out 
help for the attacked nation. 

Washington experts feel it is 
weak in that it doesn’t make a 
flat promise to help the attacked 
nation. However, there is the 
broad implication that help will be 
given. 

3. The Marshall Plan, if it oper- 
ates in the way its American di- 
rectors caen on may go far toward 
sewing Europe’s production and 
financial pattern into a single 
piece, 

From the start the U. 8. has in- 
sisted that the 16 nations getting 
help tie together their recovery 
programs. Right now they

nursed the idea into a broader 
one. 

At The Hague, Netherlands, this 
spring, in a meeting of non- 
governmental people from all over 
Kurope, Churchill proposed a “Eu- 


ropean deliberative assembly” 
'open to all citizens of any Euro- 
pean nation that joined. 
_meeting voted in favor, but the 
idea will have to be adopted by 
governments if the assembly is 
| ever to be created.

Three steps have been taken. 

On July 28 the foreign affairs 
committee of the French National 
Agsembly asked the government 
to make plans to “draft a federal 
constitution for the democratic 
nations of Europe.” 

On Aug. 4 Italy’s foreign minis- 
ter, Count Carlo Sforza, went far- 
ther. He said Italy was willing to 
“surrender national sovereignty to 
bring about European union.” He 
named one condition: “That other 
nations do the same.” He said the 
economic organization which the 
Marshall Plan has fathered is a 
good starting point. 

On Aug. 4 also, France’s Finance 
Minister Paul Reynaud called on 
Britain to come out “in full sup- 
port of a United States of Eu- 
rope.” At the earlier Hague meet- 
ing, Reynaud had called for an 
elected European assembly, a step 
farther than the majority of the 
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Hague meeting was willing to go. 
Around the world many smaller 
sections of the globe are also seek- 
ing security under the umbrella of 
more and more union.

FAVORITE DISH 


Squirrel Stew With Dumplings, Camp Style 


Carrots are parboiled in separate pan while stew sim- 
e mers in the kettle. Long slow simmering of stew blends 
flavors and makes even an old squirrel tender. 


By FRANCES DAWSON 


AMP cooking, an important part of a fishing or hunting 
trip, is a distinctive branch of the culinary art. Gener- 
ally it utilizes game of some kind, prepared simply 

and seasoned thoroughly. 

Z. Lee (Doc) Stokely, postmaster of Poplar Bluff, has a 
reputation among fellow sportsmen of Southeast Missouri 
for his camp cooking. One of his specialties is squirrel 
stew with dumplings. (Home cooks may make the stew 
with domestic rabbits instead of squirrels.) 

Cleaned, skinned squirrels are cut in pieces and placed 
in a large kettle with enough water to float the meat. 
Sliced onions, chopped garlic, cubed salt pork and season- 
ings are added and all is simmered for about two hours. 
Cleaned carrots, parboiled for about 15 minutes, are added 
to simmering meat with peeled potatoes after the first hour 
of cooking. Prepared dumplings are dropped in, the kettle 
is covered tightly and the stew is simmered for another 
hour. Dumplings should then be light and fluffy and meat 
tender. There should be enough broth in the stew to cook 
dumplings without crowding. 

INGREDIENTS: Six squirrels, one head garlic, one-half 
pound salt pork, three pounds onions, one scant tablespoon 
crushed red pepper, salt and black pepper to taste, six to 
eight potatoes and carrots.. For dumplings: Two cups flour, 
one tablespoon baking powder, one teaspoon salt, one 
tablespoon shortening, enough broth from stew to make a 
stiff dough. These amounts will serve six persons.
